APPEAL BY CHIEF CONSTABLE ~w 
.. OF DOVER FAILS, : 


An interesting point’ under ‘tho Defence

In May last 
Mr. George Spicer, a Dover journalist, 
was charged at the local police court that, 
without lawful authority,.;he communi- 
ented certain information “of a’ nature 
catculated to be-useful to thé enemy, also 
for communicating certain information 
with respect to ‘movement, numbers, 
and disposit’od of his’ Majesty’s forces, |

‘stated, The onal Court were now 
aiked to give their. opinion whether the 
justices. upon the statement of facts, 
sae to a correct decision in poin, of

Mr, Branson, who appeared for Mr. 
W. H. Fox, Chief Constable, the appel- 
lant, etated that in May last the respond- 
ent . communicated to Loadon hy tele- 
t phone certain facts with regard to the 
movement of froops ia the Dower district, 
Counsel contdnded that an ‘offence had 
heen eommittid under Regulation 18th. 
The poiny ‘raisdd by Mr. Spicer was that 
‘the question whether it was a Press 
offence ‘ought to have: been submitted to 
the Director of Public Prosecutions, and 
tha, no prosecution could succeed until 
it had been go submitted, : 

Without calling upon Mr. Joseph to 
reply, the Court dismissed the appeal 
with -costs. . The Lord. Chief Justice, 
giving judgment, said the sole ‘question 
was whother' the .words used “over the 
telephone were capable of "being brought 
within the’ definition of Press, offence 
avithin the Defence of the Realm rogula- 
tions. In hia opinion the’ words, were 
used for the purpdses of publication. 
Once having arrived at the conclusioa 
that these words might. be within . ths 
definition of a Press offence, then. before 
the. prosecution was instituted the matter 
should ‘have been reported to the Director 
of Prosecutions, In‘-this ‘gse;.therefore, * 
the Justices “were right, and’ the appeal 
must be dismissed with. costs, ie j
